Around  the  British  Umpire  todsy  there 
will  be  nothing  but  the  smeerest  of  good 
wishes  for  H.R.H.  the  Princess  Ulizabcth 
and  H R H.  the  Duke  of  lidinburgh, 
whose  marriage  at  Westminster  Abbey 
Will  be  solemnized  before  this  is  in 
print.  The  expression,  coming  from  people 
in  every  walk  of  life,  has  found  its 
outlet  in  a great  ude  of  messages  and  gifts 
which  have  poured  in  upon  (he  young 
couple  steadily  for  the  last  few  months. 
Probably  few  weddings  in  all  the  world's 
history  have  had  such  a vasi  congregation  as 
will  have  listened  today  to  the  actual  cere- 
muriy  and  its  transmitted  «clH*es.  1 he  sense 
ot  history  is  implicit  in  the  event  which  umirs 
the  Heiress  Presumptive  of  the  most  secure 
I hrone  in  (he  world,  and  the  son  of  a dis- 
tinguished and  gallant  family. 

Across  Canada  from  sea  to  sea.  wherever 
*1  heir  Majesties  traveled  on  their  wcll-re- 
membered  (our  of  1939,  not  only  a loyal 
but  also  I genuinely  warm  and  affectionate 
interest  has  been  taken  in  the  event.

Mr.  John  Bracken’s  dry  comment — that 
n was  "gratifying  to  know  the  Government 
has  at  last  made  the  discovery  the  nation  has 
been  living  beyond  id  means  ’ — abdut  sums 
up  the  exchange  situation  and  eleventh-hour 
steps  at  Ottawa  to  stop  ihc  drain  of  Canadian 
dollars  to  the  United  States  in  an  adverse 
trade  balance  estimated  at  one  thousand  mil- 
lion dollars  for  this  year.  The  $300,000,000 
United  States  loan,  which  will  be  consider- 
ably more  than  that  before  it  is  repaid,  gov- 
ccnmcntal  control  of  the  trans-border  trad- 
ing, under  *'an  economic  c/.ar”;  and  the 
latest  attempt  to  stimulate  gold  production, 
arc  coming  rather  late,  ten  and  a half  months 
of  the  year  having  passed.  Before  that,  in 
1946.  trend  was  clearly  marked, 

and  the  attention  of  the  Government  was 
called  lo  that  in  Parliament. 

'I  he  blizzard  of  orders,  directions,  tariff 
changes  and  so  forth  which  lias  deKcndcd  on 
the  country  this  week,  along  with  ihe  first 
snows  of  Winter,  will  require  some  time  to 
absorb.  No  one  doubts  the  necessity  of 
Canada's  pulling  in  its  horns  in  a situation 
where  its  adverse  trade  balance  with  the 
United  States  is  perhaps  the  highest  in  its 
history.  On  the  other  hand,  the  rush  now 
to  do  what  should  have  been  prepared  for 
and  done  ten  months  ago  in  so  lar  as  ex- 
change factors  are  concerned  can  only  be 
attended  by  some  degree  of  ixonomic  indi- 
gestion. Hnw  that  will  affect  Canadi.m 
business  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Canadian 
citizen  on  the  other,  is  lomclhing  that  time 
Will  show. 

Ir  seems  slightly  ironiial  that  Canada

1 he  point  that  counts  is  that  (his  old  man 
had  been  in  and  out  of  prison  all  his  long  life. 
No  fewer  than  45  years  out  of  the  90  allotted 
to  him  found  him  shut  away  from  normal 
human  contact,  incarcerated  in  penal  insti- 
tutions. What  a waste  this  was  of  precious 
years.  Perhaps  in  the  evening  of  his  life, 
lengthened  by  providence  (o^an  unusual  de- 
gree. he  may  find  cause  to  regret  the  mis- 
spent years.  1 hey  constitute  a birthright 
betrayed,  u is  the  case  with  all  such  oflend- 
ers  who  by  their  own  actions  force  society 
to  deprive  them  of  normal  liberties. 

Canada  Honored 

The  conferring  by  His  Majesty  ol  the 
Order  of  Mem  on  Prime  Minister  Mackenzie 
King  may  be  taken  as  a dual  honor,  to  Mr. 
King  by  virtue  of  his  long  service  on  behalf 
of  this  country  and  to  Canada  as  a whole  as 
a prominent  member  of  the  British  Com- 
monwealth. This  high  distinction  places 
the  Prime  Minister  in  notable  company.  At 
fellow  members  he  has  Mr.  Churchill.  Field 
Marshal  Smuts.  John  Masefield  and  other 
individuals  who  have  gained  renown  in 
various  fields.  The  limitation  of  the  Ordir 
(o  24  members  bespeaks  its  rarity,  and  (he 
privilege  thus  conferred  on  the  Canadian 
Prime  Minister  is  one  of  distinct  note.  Its 
a<ldi(ion  to  other  honors  held  by  Mr.  King 
means  that,  although  his  government  is  op- 
posed to  titles  and  decorations,  he  is  entitled 
to  put  the  letters  O M..  C.M.G.  after  his 
name  alongside  the  initials  P C.,  M P.

There  la  hardly  any  need  to  say 
much  about  the  value  of  the  furasU. 
practically  untouched  between 
Barkley  and  Quatslno  Rounds. 
Thrse  are  visible  to  the  naked  eyes 
ot  any  traveler  who,  oe  toualness  or 
pleasure,  makes  the  round  trip  from 
Victoria  to  Port  Alice,  where  pulp 
has  been  proceased  tor  some  time, 
and  where  a model  commimlly  has 
crown  up  with  the  manufacture  of 
that  badly  wanted  commodity. 

There  are  opportunlllee  for  other 
pulp  plants,  loo;  while  any  of  the 
inlets  can  support  nawmllL*  with  as 
fTfst  a rapacity  of  output  as  the 
modem  outfita  now  operailnx  at 
Port  Albeml.  The  latest  venture  ai 
Tahiti.  Kootka  8/mnd.  has  every- 
thing In  Its  favor;  and  with  mag- 
nlfloent  stands  of  timber  nearby  and 
deep  water  for  shipping  at  Us  front 
door,  some  day  It  will  no  doubt 
become  as  big  a factor  in  the  B C 
economy,  as  some  of  the  olde^ 
flourishing  concems. 

This  West  Coast  Umber  Is  mainly 
of  the  wanted  varieties— flr  <kc  far 
as  Kvuquot,  where*  the  fir  forests 
tend  to  peter  out  and  spruce  begins 
to  predominate!.  spiMce,  hemlock 
and  cedar  There  Is  no  shortage  of 
timber  there,  as  Mr.  Gibson  pointed 
out.  Only  regret  at  the  present 
moment,  with  the  demand  for  soft 
a-oods  so  great  and  the  prices  eo 
high,  is  that  there  aren't  more  mills 
In  operation  to  help  supply  the  great 
world  need. 

Not  so  well  known  for  obvious 
rea«ons  are  the  mineral  resources 
of  the  Island.  Tl.ese  are  mainly 
out  of  sight,  and  one  would  have 
to  do  some  tall  gueaslng  (which 
doesn’t  fodnt'  to  make  an  appraUal 
of  the  extent  and  value  of  either 
precious  and  base  meials  or  the 
depoalts  of  rock  material  and  earth 
possessing  cnnunerelal  valuu.  But 
evidence  that  worthwhile  results 
might  bo  uncovered  bv  development 
exists  in  many  localities. 

Apart  from  the  operation  of 
colltertes  and  the  work  done  on 
some  copper-gold  properties  In  some 
few  Instances,  attempts  to  prove 
proapecU  have  been  few  and  fsr 
between.
